Another source of coloring called 
urobilin is related to both of the 
others, and shows up in fevers 
and other disturbances which 
put a particuiar strain cn ‘the 
kidneys, ; 

The chemical process of getting 
all this coloring ir, just the right 
place involves the building up 
and *reaéking down of the red 
blood curpuscles, the travel of 
the granular crystals containing 
the coloring through the blood 
stream, and the healthy or dis- 
eased condition of the tissues 
which are to receive the: coloring 
matter. Whatever the color -of 
the spots of which we complain, 
they indicate an excess or a lack 
of this pigmentation in tat area. 

* * * 

HERE are about three places 

in which this paint er color- 
ing rm .y originate. They are the, 
blood itself, the bile, and what) 
we call-an extraneous source or 
one foreign to the body organism. 


It is quite evident that not only 
must the origin of the coloring 
matter be active and unobstruct- 
ed, but the blood stream must be 
clear ‘and free from disease if 
there are'to be no misplacements 
of the pigmentation. The color- 
ing matter escaping from the 
corpuscles in the circulation is 
normally diffused and quite solu- 
ble, giving the clear, transparent, 
and ruddy tints which we so 
much desire, as if a light were 
glowing beneath the skin. 


When disease or injury makes 
either the pigment or the re- 
ceiving tissue abnormal, the dis- 
turban¢e is likely to be visible 
somewhere. Every tissue of the 
body, practically. is supplied with 
blood vessels. At any rate, there 
are vessels near by which make 
any area subject to change in 
eit 3 due to changes in the 
blood texture. In any area we 
may Have a spot of tissue that 
has attophied: or an inflamed 
portion or a small hemorrhage 
as in a bruise. 


Theti there are'many places in 
the fleshy organs where there 
are ,accumulations of pigment 
which may be carried off hy the 
blood stream, and show up on 
th. skin surface. These accumu- 
lations @re especially true of the 
liver, the kidneys, or. the spleen. 

. - * 

LL tissues do not have the 
same affinity fdr absorbing 
pigment, but these cellular struc- 
tures fre very likely to ‘store it 
away. The skin, with its several 
layers, is also a good place for 
‘pigment to accumulate and deli- 
cate skins seem especially sus- 
ceptible. As a rule, you will note 
an,extremely fine texture in the 

skin that freckles easily.

Dr. Walter Damrosch Soon to Celebrate the Fiftieth 
Year He Has Been a Conductor 


PyALTer DAMROSGH. who 
may well be called ‘‘the dean 
of American music.” recently 
passed his seventy-third birth- 
day, and on April 11 will reach 
his fiftieth year as a conductor. 
There will be a celebration at 
the Metropolitan Opera House, 
where Dr. Damrosch will con- 
duct a part of Wagner’s ‘Der 
Meistersinger” sung in English 
by an all-American cast. This is 
a favorite hobby of his, for he 
thinks opera should be sung 50 
that it can be understood. 
This gargantuan music figure 
has had a finger for many years 
in almost everything that has 
been going on in his field. He 
was born in Breslau, Germany, 
in 1862; and when nine was 
brought to this country when his 
father, Dr. Leopold Damrosch, 
came here to take charge of the 
Arion Singing Society. He showed 
musical aptitude early;and when 
‘only. twenty-three was able to 
substitute for his father con- 
ducting German opera at: the 
then-new Metropolitan. - 
His career went steadily for- 
ward from that time, ever broad- 
ening. ever embracing important 
“Wiileposts: in American musical 
geen the financial help 
- of Harty. Harkness Flagler he.-or- 
ganized ‘the’New York Symphony

Society, and for many years— 
until the merger in 1926 with 
the Philharmonic Society—he 
carried on the destinies of that 
organization. He has always been 
keenly sensitive to new music, 
and it was through his efforts 
that America first heard works 
by Brahms, Tchaikovsky, Saint- 
Saens, Paderewski, and Wagner, 
besides almost all of the mod- 
ernistic school embracing such 
composers as Honegger, Strav- 
insky, John Powell, Carl Ruggles 
and others. 

After the merger Dr. Damrosch 
decided to retire, but true to his 
nature he soon was at something 
entirely different and working 
harder than ever. He became 
America’s music teacher with his 
elaborate series of concerts on the 
radio and it is estimated they 
are heard by nine million chil- 
dren every week, and as many 
more adults. 

“Papa” Daimrosch owns an 
apartment in New York City and 
a country home at Oyster Bay. 
Every New Year's Day he gives 
@ party to which musicians of all 
sorts and just plain celebrities 
come ina rush. His four daugh- 
ters, as waitresses, pass around 
the -punch, while the Missus 
helps in receiving. It is a party 
that could be aeld by no one;else 
but Damrosch.

HE boneless cuts of meat have 

come into great favor with a 
large number of women The 
rolled rib roasts of beef were the 
first of these tidy, compack cuts 
to be sold, and they were so pop- 
ular that other cuts rapidly fol- 
lowed. Now you will find boned 
or pocketed shoulder or breast 
cuts, boned rolled shoulder roasts 
and boned lamb and veal chops. 

The advantage to the house- 
wife of such boned cuts is the 
attractiveness of the servings 
and the ease of carving them .4 
roast shoulder of lamb_or veal, 
unboned, is difficult to carve 
neatly and economically,,but a 
stuffed, boned shoulder can be 
cut in perfect slices from. one 
end to the other. 

But. there is another side to 
the boned meat story.. The 
butcher must spend extra time 
on these cuts, he throwg a lot 
of bone and trimmings into his 
scrap box, and therefore he must 
charge a_ slightly higher price 
per pound But when vou con-’ 
sider that there is no waste in 
these cuts, you can usually af- 
ford to pay more. 

It is a good idea to buy the 
shoulder, rack or ribs in- its orig- 
inal form and then ask the 
butcher to bone it for you and 
give you the bones for the soup 
kettle. 

There is, another factor to 
consider in boning cuts of mest. 
A little bone imparts a delicate 
flavor to the meat cooked with 
it, which is sometimes lost in a 
boned roast. For this reason. 
butchers often cut the bone free 
and then tie the meat baek in 
place for cooking. Then when 
you're ready to serve the mMrat. 
just remove the bone in - one 
piece and carve like any boneless 
cut. ; 

Remember ‘in cooking boned 
roasts, that such compact. pieces 
of meat require longer to cook 
than meat with bone in it. A 
five pound boned roast of five 
pounds wil) require ten minutes 
longer per pound than a roast of 
the same size with the bone Ictt 
in. The extra time does not ap- 
ply to chops where the time fo: 
cooking depends only on: the 
thickness. 

You can bone some cuts your- 
self. with the aid of a. :sharp 
paring Knife Take lamb -vib-or 
loin chops—the hone may: be, 
freed easily. and the long’ end 
of the meat wrapped tightly 
around the eye muscle and fast- 
ened with a toothpick or skewer.

other, way. Buy as many chops 
as you need in one piece, and ask 
your dealer for wooden skewers. 
Cut the meat free from the 
backbone and rib bones with a 
sharp knife, roll up the meat 
and run the skewers through at 
intervals of an inch. 

Slice this nice compack roll of 
veal between the skewers and 
you will have perfect little round 
chops with a handle in each. 
Bread or broil and use the bones 
for a broth for lunchcon soup, 
gravy or sauce. 

Stuffed Shoulder of Veal 


Have a veal shoulder boned 
and left open. Fill with a bread 
stuffing made by combining three 
cups of moistened dry bread 
crumbs with one egg, one table- 
spoon. finely chopped onion 
browned in one-fourth cup but- 
ter, one tablespoon of chopped 
rorsley, salt and pepper. Tie and 
roast in an open pan for thirty- 
five minutes to the pound in a 
moderate oven.
